A bout sunrise the arm y, w ith W ash­ 
ington again in the lead, reached the 
Ijridge over Stony brook about three 
m iles from the village of Princeton. 
l>eadlng the m ain 
body across 
the 
bridge they struck off frouj the 
highw ay through a byroad which w as 
concealed by a grove of trees in the 


low er ground and affordtHi a short cut 
to the town. 
G eneral M ercer w as an old friend 
an d -com rade of the com m ander in 
chief; he hud bw n a companion of 
P rin ce C harles Phlward in his rom antic 
Invasion of England in ’4r>, a m em ber 
of B raddock’s unfortunate expedition, 
imd wounded w hen tlm t general's arm y 
w a s annihilated, and some tim e com ­ 
m ander of F ort liuquesne a fte r its 
capture by G eneral Forbes, 
lie w as 
detailed, w ith a sm all advance party 
,com prlsinc the rem nants of 
Sm all­ 
w ood's M arylanders. 
H aslet’s 
l>elu- 
•w areans and Flem ing’s V irginians and 
.a sm all body of young men from the 
first fam ilies of Philadelphia, to the 
to ta l num ber of 300, to continue up 
the road along the brooU until he 
reached the m ain road, w here lie w as 
to try and hold the bridge in order to 
Intercept fugitives from Princeton, or 
<?heck any retrograde m ovem ents of 
the troops w hich m ight have advanced 
to w ard Trenton. 
Tlie little bund had 
proceeded but a short distance on their 
w ay w’hen, they unexjiecitHliy cam e in 
sight of a colum n of the enemy. 
I t w as the advance of the British, a 
p a rt of Vou Donop’s leading brigade, 
eu route for T renton to assist Corn­

M ercer’s troops being screened by the 
wood, their character w as not visible 
to M awhood, jyho conjectured tha t 
they m ust be a body of fugitives from 
the front.

Fifty-fifth, w hich 
had not yet lefl 
Princeton. 
B oth parties rushed for a 
little rising ground on the edge of u 
cleared field, near the house of a peace­ 
fu l Q uaker nam etl Clark. 
The A m eri­ 
cans w ere ueai'er the goal than their 
opponents and reached it first, lia sii.y 
deploying his column, M ercer sought 
shelter behind a hedge fence w hich 
crow ned the em inence and im m ediate­ 
ly opened up a destruclive fire from 
his rifiemeu, w hich tem porarily clieik- 
ed the advancing enemy. The P.ritish. 
excelleutiy led, re tu n u J the lire wiili

daining him self to retreat, and gallantly 
calling upon them to advance, he threw 
him self upon the advancing B ritish 
line, sw ord in hand, followed by his 
officers, and for a brief space there 
w as an exciting m elee on the hill.

blow’ from the bu tt end of a m usket 
felled the general to the ground. 
T al­ 
bot sprang to his side and sw ept the 
bayonet aw ay from his heart by a blow 
of his sw’ord delivered w ith a quick 
m ovem ent of his pow erful arm .

cer profited by the m om ent's respite to 
leap to his feet.

M awhood’s

tow ard T renton under the stim ulus of 
a hot pursuit. 
M eanw hile the Fifty-fifth regim ent 
had been vigorously uttucked by St. 
C lair’s brigade, and after a short ac­ 
tion those w ho could get aw ay w ere In 
full retrea t tow ard New Brunsw ick. 
T he last regim ent, the Fortieth, had 
not been able to get into action a t all. 
A part of it fled In a panic w ith the re­ 
m ains of the Fift}'-fifth tow ard New 
B runsw ick, hotly pursued by W ashing­ 
ton w ith the Philadelphia City troop 
and w hat cavalry he could m uster, and 
the rest took refuge in the college 
building in Princeton, from which they 
w ere dislodged by artillery and com ­ 
pelled to suiTcnder.

lands of tlie Hudson. 
Tlie country 
people of New' Jersey rose and cut off 
scattered detachm ents of tlie D rilish in 
every direction, until the w hole of the

them , exeejit Amlioy, N ew ark and New'

TTie world w itnessed the 
singular siiectacle of a large, well ap- ^ 
pointed arn.y of veteran soldiery' un- i 
der alile leaders shut up in practically j 
one siiot.
